These  are  strange  times  Almost  daily  we  see  a  deterioration  in  the 
quality  of  products  and  the  pride  and  concern  in  their  making.  We  are 
constantly  frustrated  by  the  apathy  in  workmanship.  Therefore,  it  is 
most  gratifying  and  uplifting  to  find  an  artist  who  is  a  meticulous  worker 
and  deeply  concerned  with  the  quality  of  ideas  and  the  execution  of 
product  —  in  this  case,  paintings  and  prints. 

Such  a  conscientious  and  committed  painter  is  Elaine  Kurtz  —  an 
excellent  former  student,  an  active  alumna,  a  stablemate  at  the 
Marion  Locks  Gallery  and  a  warm,  personal  friend. 

In  the  last  few  years  Elaine  has  matured  and  perfected  her  ideas,  both 
optical  and  poetic.  Her  intriguing  paintings  and  prints  have  become 
well  known  across  our  country  and  abroad.  Recently,  she  had 
four  one-woman  shows  in  Philadelphia  and  a  solo  exhibit  in  New  York. 
Her  work  has  been  purchased  for  many  important  private  and 
public  collections,  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art  being  among  them.

Michael  Straight 

Award  of  Merit 

Michael  Straight's  father  was  an  artist  and  a  banker.  His  mother 
founded  a  community  that  was  a  hub  of  cultural  and  economic 
rejuvenation  in  England.  His  sister,  Beatrice  Straight,  has  just  won 
an  Academy  Award  for  her  role  in  Network.  Michael  Straight  reflects 
and  contributes  to  his  illustrious  family's  history. 

An  aristocrat  of  culture  he,  too,  has  inhabited  diverse  worlds  with 
ease  and  talent.  He  was  a  B-17  pilot  during  the  Second  World  War,  an 
editor  and  publisher  of  one  of  our  leading  journals  of  opinion, 
The  New  Republic,  and  a  prominent  member  of  the  generation  that 
ushered  in  the  New  Deal.  He  is  the  author  of  two  brilliant  novels, 
Carrington  and  A  Very  Small  Remnant,  and  a  play,  Caravaggio.  As  a 
collector,  he  contributed  a  group  of  art  works  to  enhance  the 
Student  Union  building  at  Cornell  University. 

In  acknowledging  the  importance  of  creativity,  imagination  and 
scholarship,  The  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  represents  the  best 
of  gifts  a  government  could  give  to  its  people  —  the  means  for 
providing  fulfillment  for  our  artists  and  our  art  institutions.  Michael 
Straight,  as  Deputy  Chairman  for  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts, 
has  brought  a  formidable  battery  of  talents  once  again  to 
public  life  —  the  artist's  understanding,  the  diplomat's  skills,  the 
visionary's  inspiration. 

In  honoring  Michael  Straight  we  are  paying  tribute  to  an  extraordinary 
career  and  to  a  fine  gentleman  of  wit  and  courage.

Honorary  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 

"There  is  perhaps  no  artist  alive,"  testifies  E.  H.  Gombrich  in  Art  and 
Illusion,  "who  knows  more  about  the  philosophy  of  representation." 

Born  in  Rumania,  Saul  Steinberg  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in 
1942.  For  the  past  forty-five  years  he  has  given  us  a  personal  vision 
and  an  analysis  of  our  culture  via  images  that  provoke  thought  and 
wonder.  His  inventions  are  generated  by  a  sensitivity  to  objects, 
attitudes,  and  moments  that  reflect  our  environment  and  ourselves. 
His  picture-books  are  wordless  novels  that  chronicle  both  the 
specificity  and  the  universality  of  our  time. 

Mr.  Steinberg's  impressions  have  served  equally  as  media  art  and 
fine  art,  appearing  simultaneously  in  prestigious  international  publica- 
tions and  in  numerous  exhibitions.  In  the  tradition  of  Daumier, 
Lautrec,  and  Hiroshigi,  Steinberg's  work  as  illustrator  and  carica- 
turist mark  a  unique  synthesis  of  fine  and  applied  art  attitudes. 

A  master  of  wit  and  satire,  this  prolific  artist  has  energized  familiar 
images  by  the  illusion  of  line,  the  lines  of  a  stamp,  and  the  stamping 
of  seals.  Mr.  Steinberg's  drawings  enhance  our  lives  by  their  poignant 
reference  to  the  human  condition.

PCA's  Second  Century 

The  Philadelphia  College  of  Art's  tradition  of  excellence  dates  back 
to  our  founding  with  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art  in  1876.  Today, 
few  institutions  can  match  the  diversity  and  depth  of  our  programs 
and  courses  in  the  crafts,  design,  fine  arts  and  art  education. 
Our  program  in  liberal  arts  is  one  of  the  most  extensive  among 
visual  arts  colleges. 

With  over  1 50  faculty,  the  College  has  a  very  low  faculty-student 
ratio  of  1  to  1 2.  I  am  impressed  with  the  amount  of  time  our  faculty 
devote  to  our  1150  students  and  their  accomplishments  as  profes- 
sional artists,  craftspeople  and  designers.  Many  faculty  and  students 
form  lasting  relationships  here  and  keep  in  touch  with  each  other 
after  graduation. 

The  College  is  a  close-knit  community  of  faculty,  students  and 
staff.  I  welcome  students  who  share  their  concerns  and  ideas  with  me. 
Our  student  services  staff  help  students  with  career  planning,  advise- 
ment, admissions,  financial  counseling  and  health  matters. 

We've  worked  hard  to  improve  our  facilities  because  we  know  how 
important  bright  and  ample  space  is  to  artists.  Our  move  to  a  spacious 
new  building  will  result  in  a  40%  expansion  of  our  studios  and 
workshops  by  this  fall.  Equally  important  is  the  fact  that  the  College 
gives  students  24  hour  per  day  access  to  our  fine  facilities.  As  a 
further  improvement  to  our  campus,  the  College  is  installing  a  new 
park  and  a  marvelous  outdoor  mural  for  our  students  and  faculty 
to  enjoy. 

All  the  activities  within  the  college  and  in  the  surrounding  city 
contribute  to  the  excitement  and  energy  that  characterize  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Art.  Within  walking  distance  are  many 
museums,  galleries,  theaters  and  concert  halls.  And  there  are  many 
stimulating  lectures,  special  events  and  exhibitions  right  at  the 
College.  PCA  is  indeed  a  challenging  place  where  creative 
expression  and  instruction  abound.
